That it is v oid becau se the act which 
is amen ded is v oid an d that as an 
in dep en den t act it is v oid for wan t 
of title.

Representatio n is made 
by the merchants to the po stmaster-

hold the “loan shark ” 
in check , it merely gives them more 
of a field for their activity . 
A correspondent to a neighboring

believes 
that it is the 


m ost vicious piece of legislation

has ever been 
enacted by a Demo­ 
cratic legislature— that is not quali­

Philippe Buna u-Va rilla ha s just pub­ 
lished in Fra nce a n Interesting bo o k o f 
grea t bulk entitled “ Pa na ma —Its Crea ­ 
tio n, Destructio n a nd Resurrectio n." 
This dea ls with the who le histo ry o f 
the enterprise fro m the mo st remo te 
beginnings to the present mo ment. 
He ca lls the bo o k “ a witness befo re 
the ba r o f histo ry , ex pla ining ho w the 
sublime crea tio n o f French genius wa s 
ra v ished fro m the pa trimo ny o f Fra nce 
a nd sho wing ho w French genius co m­ 
pletely so lv ed the pro blem o f jo ining 
the two o cea ns." 
In dea ling with the interna tio na l side 
o f the questio n he ex presses these 
v iews o n the rev o lutio n which sepa ra t­ 
ed Panama fro m Co lo mbia : 
"Colombia may say today that this 
revolution was due to American pro­ 
tection. 
This is true if by protection 
is understood solidarity in justice to 
and in defense of legitimate interests. 
But it did not arise from a plot hatch­ 
ed by the American authorities. It de­ 
veloped through parallel movements 
work ing at two distinct places toward 
the same end—the completion of the 
canal. 
"From the moment of the first rev­ 
olutionary outbreak President Roose­ 
velt was careful to avoid any thing 
that might resemble unworthy collu­ 
sion. 
Colombia 
may 
brandish 
her 
rights of title over the isthmus, hut 
her case was that of Shy lock claiming 
a pound of flesh. Shy lock ’s rights were 
unquestionable, but it was impossible 
for him to support his claim. It is the 
same thing with Colombia's title to 
Panama." 


The Se a Le v e l Ide a. 
Tlie author discusses w hat he calls 
the Bunau-Varilla idea—that of a lock 
canal first and then a sea level canal, 
lie points out that the date is still un­ 
fixed for beginning the work of trans­ 
forming one into the other and say s 
that it should be done immediately , as 
110 precautions were tak en for the 
transform ation during construction of 
the lock s. 
"The engineers have obstinately re­ 
fused to mak e the necessary modifica­ 
tion for the application of my method 
of transform ation, which would permit 
a gradual discarding of tl\e lock s with­ 
out interrupting navigation or dredging 
at great d e pt hF o ur 
or five y ears 
will be necessary for this preparatory 
work to get into swing before the up­ 
per levels of the canal can begin to 
be lowered, while the transform ation 
itself w ill tak e ten y ears to carry out." 
Under the most favorable conditions, 
say s the w’riter. the lock canal will be 
no longer work able in twenty or tw en­ 
ty -five y ears, perhaps after only fifteen. 
It is absolutely necessary , he asserts, 
that it be turned into a free strait for 
the following reasons: 
"First, because the difference be­ 
tween the dimensions of the largest 
ships now building and the lock s are 
at most eighty feet in length and elev­ 
en feet in width, wdiich is merely a 
strictly necessary margin. 
Thus in a 
few’ y ears’ time the lock s will be in 
adequate to the needs of military and 
commercial navigation. 
"Second, because the canal m ust at 
the earliest possible moment be re­ 
lieved of the menace of destruction 
now’ overhanging it through the dan­ 
gers to which the Gatun Dam is ex­ 
posed. 
D itc h M ay Le ak . 
"Third, because of the danger that 
the canal will lack sufficient w ater be­ 
cause of its escape through fissures in 
the bank s. 
"Fourth, because the huge volume 
o f traffic w’hich will eventually thread 
the canal will absolutely require a free 
waterway .** 
The book has been received with 
great interest in Paris. 
German experts continue to express 
doubts of one k ind or another on the 
Panama canal question. 
The latest 
writer in a current magazine declares 
that the canal will already be partial­ 
ly antiquated when opened because the 
lock s are too small. 
A comparison of the Panam a lock s 
with those of the new Kaiser Wil­ 
helm canal shows the length of the 
Panama lock s to be 305 meters as 
against 330 for the Kaiser Wilhelm, 
the breadth 33.53 against 45. the depth 
12% against 13.77. 
The w’riter comes to the conclusion 
that the future is much more favora­ 
ble for the Suez than for the Panama 
canal and declares that this may ex ­ 
plain the strik ing fact that England 
took no part in the more recent com­ 
petition for building the American ca­ 
nal. leaving the m atter entirely to 
France and the United States.

ties w’hich have been missing in the 
other. 
Indiana 
acquired 
statehood 
in. 
1816, the y ear following the down­ 
fall of Napoleon. Soon afterw ard, a* 
Polish officer who gave his name as 
Col. Lehmanpou’sk i, came to the Uni­ 
ted States, drifted westward and fin­ 
ally settled within the orders of the 
y oung state. According to his story , 
he had served in 
many 
campaigns 
under the great captain of wliom he 
was an enthusiastic admirer, and had 
made a narrow escape from 
execu­ 
tion at the hands of 
the 
restored 
Bourbons. 
(Incindentally , it may be 
remark ed that he declared 
M arshal 
Ney also had escaped and come to- 
this country in 1815.) 
Lehmanowsk i’s admiration of his 
old commander led him to prepare a 
series of lectures on his cam paigns, 
which lie delivered in various places.

In his account of the w’ars he had, 
occasion often to mention the ex­ 
ploits of the light cavalry k now’n as 
Hussars, wdiich had originated in the 
fifteenth century in Hungary .

nounced with a long r and spelled 
with one s, which 
in 
the 
M agy ar 
tongue has the sound of sh or zh, the 
word in his mouth ecame hoozhar o r 
hoozvar, and often repeated it became 
fam iliar to his neighbors, who, how­ 
ever, shifted the accent to the first 
sy llable. 
For some time the word thus in­ 
troduced had no special application* 
but in the late twenties the digging 
of the canal around the falls of the 
Ohio river at 
Louisville, 
attracted 
many laborers from Indiana a s welt 
as Kentuck y . 
Naturally , in such arr 
assemblage, there were many phy si­ 
cal encounters. 
The victor of one 
of these fights, an

Business District.

MENACE TO 
PROPERTY 


Persistent And Systematic Crusade 


of Inspection Will Reduce Tire 


Danger to Minimum. 


One of the first acts of ib* in­ 
sp ection dep artment 
of 
the 
state 
fire m arshal's office was an order re-, 
quiring an owner to 
tear 
down 
a 
frame building in the business dis­ 
trict of Indianap olis. 
Tt was found to be a menace to the 
substantial business building s which 
adjoin it and, under the new law, the 
state fire marshal is g iv en authority 
to order the building razed. 
Insp ections hav e also been 
made 
in a few other Indiana cities and or­ 
ders later issued by the fire marshal 
concerning the rep air or 
demolition 
of building s hav e been accep ted with 
g ood g race by p rop erty owners. 
In fact, the owner of the Indiana­ 
p olis building called on the fire m ar­ 
shal and said to him. “ if I were state 
fire m arshal I mig ht 
hav e 
ordered 
the building torn down m y self/’ 
The p rop erty in question is in West 
Ohio street, between 
M eredian and 
Illinois streets, close to the Indiana­ 
p olis Public Library . Years ag o, be­ 
fore business had 
trav eled 
north 
from Washing ton street. Ohio street 
was a residence street. 
When busi­ 
ness crep t into it some of the resi­ 
dences were torn down or remov ed 
to make way for business building s. 
In some cases, 
howev er, 
merely a 
front was built, running from the 
sidewalk back to the residence, and 
connecting the two. 
It was this way 
in the case of the Ohio streel p rop ­ 
erty . 
Back of the two-story brick front, 


s i t s the old frame residence of y ears 
ag o. 
It is dilap idated and is a g reat 
menace because of the fir** hazard. 
The owner will tear 
it 
down 
and, 
.within a reasonable time will undoubt 
odly build a new modern building on 
.the site. 
Thus two distinct adv antag es are 
g ained. 
The owner and surrounding 
p rop erty owners are reliev ed from a 
dang erous fire hazard, and the city 
will g ain a new building —which will 
enhance realty v alues. 
At Ev ansv ille an abandoned abat­ 
toir, which endang ered 
surrounding 
p rop erty , came to the 
attention 
of 
tiie State fire 
marshal. 
An 
order 
was issued which will result in the 
fram e p ortion of the building being 
torn down. 
The brick p ortion will be 
rep aired. 
The city will distinctly be 
the g ainer. 
At Tip ton, a t the sug g estion of the 
fire marshal, a building will he torn 
down and a new one will be built by 
its owner. 
This is merely the beg inning of a 
p ersistent and sy stematic crusade of 
insp ection which will be carried on 
by the state fire m arshal's office. 
Id 
time many hazardous conditions will 
be remov ed and the dang er from fire 
minimized.

T he plan in brief is to u ^e the P an­ 
am a canal m achinery to dig a riv er 
ru nning from the Black Hils in Sou th 
Dakota to the Cim arron riv er in Okla­ 
homa, crossing other riv ers on v ia­ 
du cts. 
This in itself is a stu pendou s 
u ndertaking, bu t one that cou ld be ac­ 
complished. 
By 
em pty ing into the 
Cim arron riv er, which in tu rn pou rs 
its w aters *into 
the 
A rkansas ju st 
abov e Tu lsa. Okla., the m atter of nav i­ 
gating the A rkansas wou ld be helped 
to a great degree, as it w’ou ld dou ble 
the v olu me of w ater in that riv er. 
The 
Rocky 
m ou ntains. 
GOO 
miles 
w est of the m ain channel, form the 
sou rce and w est w atershed term inu s 
of the M issou ri riv er, the largest and 
longest tribu tary of the Mississippi. 
Paralleling these m ou ntains is a broad 
plain 300 miles wide by 7 00 miles long, 
containing 200.000 squ are miles of the 
richest, deep, fertile soil to be fou nd in 
America. 
A lm o st a Desert. 
This v ast area, now the home of the 
jack rabbit, prairie dog and the prairie 
wolv es, w ith its eastern border dotted 
w ith farm s and cattle ranches and the 
cu nning Am erican pu shing ov er its 
broad ex panse, attem pting to carv e 
ou t homes, presents a panoram a only 
appreciated by those who hav e trav el­ 
ed ov er the territory .

The com m itm ent to the Illinois Asy ­ 
lu m For the Insane at Jacksonv ille of 
“A lbert” D. J. Cashier, six ty -nine, re­ 
v ealed that the patient, a nativ e of Ire 
land, a v eteran of the civ il w ar and 
for nearly a y ear an inm ate of the Sol­ 
diers and Sailors’ home at Qu incy , is 
in reality a woman. 
H er real nam e is u nknown, her ac­ 
tu al identity wholly lost in the passing 
of sev eral decades, so, althou gh her sex 
is established as fem inine, she mu st 
rem ain on the books entered in the 
m ascu line designation she has su ccess­ 
fu lly carried throu gh more than three­ 
score y ears.

As a fu rther prev ention of 
flood w aters the borders of these 
lakes 
would be set to tim ber adapted to this 
country , and while this 
would assist in 
holding back the waters it would serv e 
as great parks and forest reserv es for 
the pleasure and elev ation of the peo­ 
ple.

W hether’ Mr. H enry intended it o r 
no t, his bill and the acco m pany ing 
statem ent are accepted as a declara­ 
tio n o f war by radical D em o crats o n 
the adm inistratio n plan to pu t thro u g h 
a banking and cu rrency rev isio n bill 
a t this sessio n o f co ng ress. 
The bill intro du ced by Mr. H enry 
g iv es co m m ittees o f co ng ress the sam e 
v isitatio nal 
po wrers 
o v er 
natio nal 
banks and o ther financial institu tio ns 
ex ercised by the co u rts and the co mp­ 
tro ller o f the cu rrency . 
The leaders are ho stile to a renewal 
o f the mo ney tru st inv estig atio n and 
will do ev ery thing po ssible to hav e the 
H enry bill pig eo nho led in the banking 
and cu rrency co m m ittee, to which it 
was referred. 
Mr. H enry anno u nced, 
ho wev er, th at he w'o uld m ake ev ery 
effo rt to hav e the bill repo rted. If the 
co m m ittee refu ses to act Mr. Henry 
may appeal to the cau cu s. 
Su ch a 
co u rse wo u ld u ndo u btedly o pen u p 
the qu estio n betw een the radicals and 
co nserv ativ es in su ch a wav as po ssi­ 
bly to defeat the plans o f the adm inis­ 
tratio n. 
Mr. H enry In his statem ent say s: 
“The Intro du ctio n o f this bill m eans 
th at I think fu rther inv estig atio n o f 
the mo ney tru st sho u ld be imm,ediate- 
ly beg u n. The Pu jo co m m ittee barely 
scratched the su rface o f the facts u n­ 
derly ing the co ncentratio n o f co ntro l

g u n. the co m ptro ller o f the cu rrency 
shielding the g reat banks and their 
qu estio nable dealing s fro m, ex po su re, 
the W all stree t bankers are no w de­ 
m anding leg islatio n o n the cu rrency 
qu estio n in o rder th at they m ay m ake 
a m arket fo r their co m m ercial paper 
(mu ch o f it based o n ro tten secu rities) 
and hav e cu rrency issu ed o n their as­ 
sets. 
“The Baltim o re platfo rm said no th 
ing abo u t cu rrency leg islatio n ex cept 
to repu diate aid fo r defense o f the A1 
drlch cu rrency bill.
